WASHINGTON— (AP) —Presi- 


dent Truman defended his foreign 
policy last night and said that Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's Korean war 
proposals might provoke another 
world war and "death blow" atom- 
ic attacks on America's great 
cities. 


Truman observes his 67th birth- 


day today and the sixth anniver- 
sary of his proclamation of vic- 
tory over nazi Germany. 


The president took a personal 


hand in the administration drive 
to rally public support for his 
course with a foreign policy speech 
to some 800 civilian defense work- 
ers last night. 


Warns of Bombs 


He declared that to expand the 


Korean war, as the general he 
ousted proposes, would bring the 
"real possibility" of Russia launch- 
ing "death blow" atomic attacks 
on New York, Cleveland, Chicago. 
Seattle, Los Angeles and Wash- 
ington and other cities. 


He said the free nations have 


stopped the march of Communism 
In Asia and "dealt a heavy blow 
to the Kremlin conspiracy" all over 
the world by their fight in Korea. 


"Remember this," Truman said, 


"If we do have another world war. 
it will be an atomic war. We could 
expect many atomic bombs to be 
dropped on American cities.

"And a single one of them 


could cause many times more cas- 
ualties than we have suffered in all 
the fighting in Korea. 


"I do not want to be responsible 


for bringing that about." 


Truman did not refer by name 


to Mac Arthur, who has advocated 
air action against Manchuria, a 
naval blockade and use of Chin- 
ese troops on Formosa against the 
Chinese Reds. 


Supporters of MacArthur—most- 


ly Republicans—plainly were the 
targets of this assertion: 


"We are right in the midst of 


a big debate on foreign policy. A 
lot of people are looking at this

Marshall Sums 
Nation's Policy 
Against Reds 


John Kce, 77-year-old chairman of 
the house foreign affairs commit- 
tee, died today of a heart attack. 


He collapsed during a routine 


session of the commtitee and was 
pronounced dead by Dr. George 
W. Calver, Capitol physician. 


Kee had been ill for some time 


and only recently returned from 
the nearby Bethesda naval hos- 
pital. 


He had been a member of the 


house since 1933. 


Kce became chairman of the

committee / in 


March, 1949, following the death 
of the late Rep. Sol Bloom (D- 
NY). Bloom, like Kee, collapsed 
at a committee meeting. He died 
several days later. 


Kee was born in Glenville, W. 


Va,, on August 22, 1874. He rep- 
esented West Virginia's fifth con- 
gressional district and lived at 
Bluefield in the extreme southern 
lart of the state. 


He was a lawyer and served in 


the state senate from 1923 to 1927. 


Rep. Richards (D-SC) has been 
cting chairman of the foreign af- 
airs committee during most of 
his session of congress. Under 
he committee seniority system as 
anking Democratic member he 
vill succeed to the chairmanship.

however. He said that "if the ag- 
gressor takes further action which 
threatens the security of the Unit- 
ed Nations in Korea, we will coun- 
ter that action."

WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


Secretary Marshall said today 
the United Nations aim to win 
the Korean war by inflicting 
"terrific casualties" on the 
Chinese Communists, break- 
ing their morale and destroy- 
ing their trained armies. 


The defense secretary gave 


that answer to senators press- 
ing him as to what "foresee- 
able end" the administration's 
Korean war policies promise. 


He was at the capital for

Death, Ruin, Desolation Follow 
Worst El Salvador Earthquake 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador—(AP)—Desolation, ruin and 


death blanketed areas of eastern El Slvador today In the wake of the 
little Central American nation's worst earthquake disaster in history. 
In one city alone some 1,000 persons perished in the first shock Sunday. 


As Red Cross agents and other relief workers rushed to the 


stricken areas, new tremors were reported yestcday in Santiago De 
Maria—already battered by the' first quake—and in the city of Berlin. 
There were no casualties reported immediately from the latest quakes. 


\Vnrnt In Jucimpa 


Marshall said, "of proceeding with 
this investigation that does not 
destroy us in the field by serious 
reaction in the way of morale."

armies as we have been in the 
process of doing, there, it seems 
to me, you develop the best prob« 
ability of reaching a satisfactory 
negotiatory basis with those Chin- 
esc Communist forces, without get- 
ting ourselves into what we think 
would be a great hazard toward 
developing a much enlarged strug- 
gle with consequently larger cas- 
ualties or a complete world war." 


Earlier, Marshall had testified 


that United Nations troops in 
Korea are barred from approach- 
ing within 15 miles of the Russian 
border. 


He said also that MacArthur 


had been ordered to confine his 
operations to Korea "and under 
no circumstances to carry out op- 
erations beyond the border of Ko- 
rea into (Chinese) Maanchuria." 


The committees are holding all 


their hearings behind closed doors. 
A stenographic report of the testi- 
mony is given to news reporters 
but first goes through a military 
and a state department censor for 
deletion of statements they believe 
might injure the national interests 
if made public. 


MacArthur testified for three 


days last week. Marshall began the 
administration's reply yesterday. 


Worst hit by the intial shock 


was Jucuapa, a city of some ] 2.000 
90 miles east of San Salvador. 
The government said about 1,000 
persons were killed there. 


Severe damage was also report- 


ed in the city of Chinameca, popu- 
lation 17,000, about two miles east 
of Jucuapa, and the nearby towns 
of Nucva Guadnlupe, Santiago De 
Maria and<Caserios. Hundreds of 
persons were injured in the area— 
200 In Chinameca alone. 


Government officials said the 


number of injured might run to 
4,000. While rescue workers dug 
into debris of a half dozen shat- 
tered towns the Imbo volcano, a 
few miles outside Jucuapa, began 
to erupt today after a series of 
lesser earth shocks 
tlnued until 5 a. m.

recent government livestock price 
ceiling order. 


Simerl. says he's 'not arguing 


either for or against price con- 
trols and rollbacks on meat prices. 
He's simply trying to point out 
that if people want to buy meat at 
less than supply-demand prices 
they must be ready 
to 
accept 


rationing of supplies. 


Simerl says this situation will 


bring calls for "equitable distribu- 
tion" and will likely bring the 
return of rationing. 
The economist adds that, after 
paying taxes, consumers usually 
spend 5Vi percent of their income 
for meat. That amounts to about 
$235 million a week at today's 
earnings. 
For this money they 


buy the total supply of meat, or 
about 435 million pounds a week, 
dressed carcass weight.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Take a Smart Melding Tip 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"The 
upcard was a queen," 


writes a Chicago correspondent, 
"and I held two queens, three tens, 
and eight miscellaneous unmatch- 
ed cards without any wild cards 
at all. 


"As you see, I was in position to 


put down the tens and queens for 
an initial meld (we needed only 50 
points). Is this a good play, a bad 
play, or something in between?" 


It cannot be called a good play 


in any circumstances. It would be 
a very bad play against skillful 
opponents. It might be called an 
in-between play if you wanted to 
be very charitable. 


Let's see what you stand to gain 


from such a play. Then we can 
compare it with what you stand to 
lose. 


When you take the upcard and 


meld six cards out of your hand, 
from which you must select a dis- 
card. With five unmatched cards 
and no deuce you are not in good 
position to go out. 


If your partner happens to fit 


your queens and tens, he may bo' 
in position to go out fairly soon. 
For that purpose he must have a 
really good hand—enough queens 
or tens or wild cards to complete a 
canasta in some way, and then a 
balance of meldable cards. 


The odds are very much against 


your partner's having such a hand. 
But even if he has it, your meld 
does not particularly help him. He 
would be able to make his initial 
meld by himself and perhaps would 
be able to get the discard pile if 
you had not melded. 


At most you get a queen that 


otherwise might have gotten away 
from you. Perhaps you were fated 
never to draw a queen, so that this 
was your only chance to make 
your meld. 


This gain is so slight that you 


can put it in your eye quite com- 
fortably. Now let's see what you 
.stand to lose by melding so quick- 
ly. 


When you reduce to five cards, 


one of the opponents will probably 
freeze the pack son afterwards. 
Then your partner will have to 
fight alone against two opponents, 
since your hand is 
practically 


worthless. The chances are very 
good that the opponent will get 
and keep conf.ro! of the discard 
pile. Meanwhile, you aYe in poor 
position to meld out and your part- 
ner may well be in equally poor 
position. 


This brings us to a conclusion" 


that good players have known 
about for a long time. Don't take 
the .upcard for your initial meld; 
wait until the pile amounts to 
something worth taking. The only 
reasonable exception to this rule 
occurs when you have a really fine 
play for a fast out.

Britain May Be Ready to 
Embargo War Goods to Reds

The increasingly caustic inter- 


national argument 
over trading 


with the 
enemy—specifically of 


selling strategic materials to Red 
China— is coming to a head. 


Criticism of Britain for con- 


tinuing such trade finally has re- 
sulted in a conciliatory gesture by 
Sir Hartley "Shawcross, president 
of the British Board of Trade, in 
the house of commons. Sir Hart- 
Icy made a statement yesterday 
hinting that the country would 
cease all exports of strategic ma- 
terials to Communist China if the 
United Nations so decreed. 


Present Resolution 


Coincidently the United Slates 


delegation to the United Nations 
presented an embargo resolution 
to the 12-nation sanctions com- 
mittee. This measure would pro- 
vide for a world wide embargo 
against the shipment to Bolshevist 
China of war materials, or raw 
products which can be used in 
manufacturing war materials. 


The U.N. last summer asked all 


members not to lend aid to ag- 
srcssors. The United States and 
the, Philippines instituted absolute 
embargoes. Many other countries 
inaugurated 
voluntary 
controls. 


Britain, while inaugurating some 
trade controls, has opposed an em- 
bargo, as has France. 
This has 


been on the ground that an em- 
bargo 
might 
hinder any Red 


inclination to agree to a cease-fire. 


Object to Timing 


Britain's main 
objection 
has 


been to the timing of the proposed 


embargo, on the ground that r 
delay In imposing it would give 
China a chance to negotiate peace. 
Even in England the British gov- 
ernment attitude has drawn edi- 
torial fire. 


The attitude 
of Britain and 


France has been a major factor 
in the struggle of the 
United 


States to secure the imposition'of 
an embargo. However, the generaM 
expectation among observers has 
been that botn these great powers' 
will follow the United States, and 
this viewpoint would seem' to 
justifcd by the statement of Sir 
Hartley Shawcross.

before the legislature are those 
who are temporarily ill mentally. 


Dr. Bush says there are very 


few deviates at the Dixon hospital 
at present. 
He says they have 


caused no difficulties there. 


The deviates at the hospital 


now are segregated as much as 
possible. They are considered a 
problem. 


Other Problem Greater 


A greater problem exists with 


the patients who are not deviates 
but who are used to normal rela- 
tions. These persons are affected 
by the denial of sexual relations 
in a mental institution. 


This is true of any institution, 


not just a mental one, according to 
Dr. Bush. 


Dr. Bush said If the measure 


before the legislature is passed, 
It would not increase the problem 
here because of the long waiting 
list of persons wishing admission 
to the Dixon hospital.

DPA Extension, Meat Price 
Control Cause Capital Storm 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON—(AP) — We 


bust our stitches debating troops- 
for-Europe and no sooner finish 
than we get up to our necks in 
the Truman-MacArthur fracas. 


And while we argue what we 


should do abroad, we're starting 
another debate on what we should 
do here at home. Congress has 
started hearings on whether to 
continue the Defense Production 
Act (DPA). 


Congress' passed DPA late last 


summer when the defense program 
started because it faced a prob- 
lem: 
since the 
program 
would 


chew up materials, when they got 
scarce, how • could inflation be 
avoided? 


Controls Passed 


So congress passed DPA which 


gives the government authority 
to control materials, wages, prices. 
But congress said DPA and all 
the controls would end June 30 
unless— 


Congress, by that time, having 


looked over the situation, decided 
DPA and the controls were still 
needed and therefore 
voted to 


continue DPA another year or so. 


Since the defense program will 


continue several years, at least, 
congress isn't likely to wipe out 
DPA and the controls altogether

NEW YORK. (AP) — Among 


other distinctions, Merrill Moore 
la one of our few poets, If not our 
only, poet, whose work is reviewed 
in medical journals. 


His latest little volume. "Illegiti- 


mate Sonnets" (Twayne publish- 
ers), was favorably received by 
the New England Journal of Medi- 
cine, along with some non-lyrical 
works titled "A Primer Of Venous 
Pressure," "Pathology in General 
Surgery" 
and 
"The 
Abnormal 


Pneumoencephalogram." 


The medical Interest In Moore's 


non-medical,. uninhibited, realistic 
poems is eaaily explajned. For, be- 
sides being the world's most pro- 
lific producer of sonnets, a long 
distance swimmer (who at 48 still 
crawls two miles juat for exercise) 
and an industrious sea shell collec- 
tor, Merrill Moore also is a promi- 
nent Boston psychiatrist. 


He believes he Is the first poet 


,o have his work reviewed in the 
New England Journal of Medicine 
since Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes. 


He's Prolific 


Dr. Moore, a tall, ruddy man 


with gVeyinjr brown hair and an 
easy outgoing manner, estimates 
that in the past 30 years he baa 
written more than 100.000 ion 
nets. They are all filed chronologic 
ally in a 20x20x20 building built 
just for that purpose behind his 
Boston home. 


He has published about 3,000 


sonnets. 


One-third of his poetic charac- 


ters, he estimates, are drawn from 
his patients and friends, one-third 
from his imagination, and one-third 
"are Just me." 


Only one patient, out of many 


hundreds, recognized herself In a 
Dr. Moore sonnet. "She was so 
happy," the poet reports, 
"she 


wanted me to use her real name." 


Dr. Moore grabs at any free mo- 


ment to create his poetry. He com- 
poses between patients, dictates to 
a portable recorder in his car 
(someone else does the driving) 
and writes late at night at home. 


His wife, the doctor 
reports, 


likes his poetry. The rest of the 
family only "tolerates" it. His four 
children are more interested in 
jalopies, boats, jam sessions and 
Roy Rogers.
